Washington, June 16.— W. J. Bryan 
in the first section of his statement 
on “The Causeless War,’ today pro­ 
phesied that the greatest peace mak­ 
ing opportunity of all history was cer­ 
tain to come to the United 
States. 
Also that with the 
return o* peace 
there would be a demand for an in­ 
ternational law which “seem s to have 
been made for nations at war, rather 
than nations at peace.” 
“ Under the stress of the titanic 
struggle," the statement said, “each 
side has felt justified in enroaching 
upon the rights of neutrals.

ocean highways, the common property 
of all, have been to some extent used 
for war purposes.” 


After describing the horrors and af­ 
flictions of war, Mr. Bryan sa d no
